The sot - 
entists in the southern party brought 
home’ many tons of specimens, which 
will be sent to Ottawa.)

NOME, Alaska, Aug. 16.—The power 
schooner Alaska of the southern party 
of the. Canadian arctic expedition ar- 
rived here at 4:40 o'clock this morning 
with all of the remaining ‘members of 
the éxpedition’s scientific staff—J. J. 
O'Neil, Ottawa, geologist; R. Cox 
Ottawa, topographer; Dd. Jenness, New 


Sweeney, Pittsburgh, sailing ingatter. 
‘@. Chiaptheah, the chief topographer; 
Sy B. “Hoyt, Séattle, the engineer, and 
J. Sullivan of. London, the cook; went 
out by way of the Mackenzie River. 

The ‘schooner! Alaska left her ‘two 
years’ station at Bernard Harbor oa 
Dolphin and» Union Strait. on July 13 
an@. reached Herschel Island on July 
28.° The tce was heavy  bétween 
Hersehel Island and Point ‘Barrow, 
Alaska, but there was little ice east of 
Heréchel Island or south of Point Bar- 
row this Sumner. 

The results of the party's work are 
satisfactory. The work was completed 
substantially as planned. \. 

Ceast Line Surveyed. 

During .the season of 1915 the detailed 
survey of the ocast line was completed 
by Chipman and O'Neil from thes Cape 
Barry peninsula to Stapylton Bay, and 
fromm thence by. Mr. Cox as far as the 
mouth of Rae River. 

The survey of this hitherto unexplored 
river. was carried up about seventy-five 
miles and a traverse made overland to 
Stapylton Bay to ascertain the geology. 
Later Cox and O'Neil warked around 
Port Epworth, Coronation Gulf, .and 
gome distance up the Kogluktualuk, a 
large river with many waterfalls, and 
east of the Copper*Mine River. In 
August and September a detailed topo- 
graphical and geological survey «was 
made east from Cape Barrow around 
Moore Bay, Arctic Sound, Hood .River, 
and part of Bathurst Inlet, by launch 
and canoe, returning, by sled in Novem- 
ber, This region was completed in the 
Spring of 1916 by sled and the remainder 
of the coast line of Cape Barrow 
filled in. 

Considerable rectification of the charts 
of, the. Bathurst Inlet region will result 
from this naevey. It. was originally 
mapped by Sir John Franklin in the 
course of a hurried canoe voyage. The 
coast ling is excessively cut up by nar- 
row fjords, peninsulas, and islands, with 
a bold, rugged, rocky terrain, particu- 
larly in. the so-called Goulborn Island 
(sa a series. of jong, narrow pénin- 

s lying east of the Banks Peninsula. 

Over 160 islands were mapped in the 
region roughly .charted heretofore as 
Chapman, wis, and Marcet Islands, 


Find Much Native Copper. 

The geological formations are varied 
and complicated here, but Dr. O'Neill 
gained much valuable information in 
tracing the contacts of the copper-bear- 
ing diabase rocks with te sandstones, 
shales, and granites found in this-region. 
The geological- results, the chief work of

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—A mere det- 
inite official statement of the reai rea- 
sons for the recall of Captain Kart Boy- 
Ed, Naval Attaché, and’Captain Franz 
von Papen, Military .

Lansing had an interview with “Count 
von ®ernstorff, the German. Ambassd- 
dor, in. which the recall of the two At- 
tachés was requested... None ‘of the 
correspondence was given out, at. the 
time, but on the afternoon: of Dee. 3, 
in making the anndéuncement: that the 
recall of Captains Boy-Ed and von: Pa- 
pen had been requested, Secretary Lan- 
sing ‘dictated this statement: 

“On account -of. what. this Govern- 
ment considers improper activities: in 
military and naval matters, this Gov- 
ernment has requested the immediate 
recall of Captain Boy-Ed and*Captain 
von Papen, as they aré ‘no longer ac- 
ceptable, or personae gratae; to this 
Government.”’ 


Note te Von Bernstarff. 


The white book just made public con- 
tains in tht following ‘note-from Secre- 
tary Lansing to Count von Bernstorff: 

Department of State, 
Washington, Dec. 4; 1915. 

Excellency.—Confirming* my convérsation 
with you on Dec. 1, I have the honor to 
state that various facts and circumstatices 
having come to the knowledge of the Gov- 
ernment of. the United States, as to con- 
nection of Captain Boy-Ed, Naval Attache, 
and Captain von Papen, Military attache, 
of the Imperial Germany Eni .. with 
the illegal-and. questionable aets : 
persons within the United 
President reaehed tie conviction t 
continued Bt se these craton as 
Attaches of the dimbassy would no. Jonger 
serve the of their mission, and 
would be unacceptable to this Government. 

The President, therefore, directed me to 
notify your cellency, as. I did orally, 
that Captain y-Ed and Captain von 
Papen are no longer acceptable to the 
Government of the United States as at- 
taches of his Imperial -Majesty’s .Em- 
bassy at Washington, and to request: that 
your Excellency’s -Government withdraw 
them immediately from their official con- 
nection with the Imperial German Em- 
bassy. 

As I informed you at the time of. our 
interview, the Government of the United 
States deeply regrets that this action has 
become necessary and believes that the 
Imperial Governmtnt will realize’ that this 
Government, has, In view of ajl the cir- 
cumstances, no alternative course consist- 
ent with the interests of the two Govern- 
tents in their reiations with each. other. 

Accept, &c. ROBERT LANSING.)

Twelve Hundred Metets of the 
German Trenches Are There 
Carried -by Assailants. 


LONDON, Aug. 16.—Allied. troops | on 
the Somme ‘deilvered another blow at 
the German ljnes today and captured 
trenches; north and south of the river, 
extending over a total front of 2/700 
meters (8,800 feet.) 

British and French forcés co-operated 
in the attack north of the Somme. ana 
carried a Mine of German trencheg.on a 
front. of 1,500 meters to the north of 
Maurepas. At.the southern part of this 
Grive French troeps occupied all the 
German positions east of the Maurepas- 
‘Clery road. 

South of the Somme the French as- 
sailed the German trenches bélow Bel- 
loy-en-Santerre and there won a system 
of trenches cpvering a oF of 1,200 
metera. 

The night report of the, French .War

ROME, Aug. 16.—Further advances for 
the Italians fn. their campaign. against 
the Austrians éast and southeast of Go- 
rizia were announced today by the War 
Office. Austrian trenches along the

The official announcement follows: 


On thé Catso and In the hilly. area 
éast. of Gorizia heavy artillery and* 
trench mortars are active. Our infan- 
try sucteeded in capturing. enemy 
trenches along the slopes of Monte Pe- 
einka; on the northern edge of* the 
*Carso, and in the neighborhood of San 
Caterina and San Marco, east of Go- 
rizia.

PERILS OF THE EXPLORERS. 


Eight of Stefansson’s Associates 
Perished After Karluk Sank. 


The. scientists of thé Canadian arctic 
expedition who have returned to Nome 
formed a distinct division of the expedi- 
tion. While Stefansson, the commander 
of the expedition, was pushing his ex- 
plorations in the arctic itself, the sct- 
entists were busy studying the con- 
firmation of the north coast of Canada. 


Stefansson started out in June, 1913, 
from Point Barrow, Alaska, in the Kar- 
luk, commanded by Peary’s old com- 
mander, Captain’ ‘‘Boni’’ rtlett, with 
a party of fifteen explorers. The party 
found the ice conditions the worst ever 
known, The Karluk was frozen in a 
short distance north of the mouth of the 
Mackenzie River, Alaska. While Stef- 
ansson and some companions were 
ashore fit started a long drift to the 
east, and on Jan, 16, 1914, was crushed 
and sunk near Herald. Island, north of 
Siberia. The main party, which was on 
board, escaped with most of its equip- 
ment. The party escaping from .the 
Karluk was froced to separate in order 
to hunt for food. | Eight of them, headed 
by Captain Bartlett, finally reached

BAN ON LETTERS OF CHEER. 


German Authorities Advise Neutrals 
to End Their Kindnesses. 


Prisoners of war in Germany will no 
longer be cheered by letters from sym- 
pathetic citizens of neutral countries 
who have chosen to play the part of 
godmothers or godfathers, according to 
a note sent by; the German military au- 
thorities to the International Prisoners 
of War Agency, and quoted in the Lon- 
don newspapers. This note says that, 

‘since Germany had no reason to show 
herself conciliatory in this matter,’’ 
things sent Ld perncns in Switzerland 
or other’ neutral countries who have 
‘* adopted ’"’ prisoners have not always 
been delivered, but have preferably 
been distributed to necessitous prison- 
ers or returned to the senders. The 
Minister of War has just decreed that 
these parcels shall henceforth be for- 
warded to the addressees, but, on the 
other hand, no letters from ® ‘“ mar- 
raines ’’ or parrains’* wil in future 
be delivered. The note. also- gives the 
following advice to charitably, minded 
neutrals: 

‘*‘In Germany prisoners of war have 
everything they want, especially the 
French and English, who receive par- 
cels fsom home in superabundant quan- 
tity. In any case it would ve far more 
in’ conform ty with the principles of 
humanity if neutrats were to divert 
their pity to German prisoners especial- 

those in Russia, Siberia, and North 

frica in the most grievous circumstan- 
ces, who receive. parcels from home 
either partly despolled of their con- 
tents or not at all.’

Questions of Committees. 


We did agree to receive a commit- 
tee of our men, to allow that com- 
mittee to select any advisors and 
spokesmen it might choose.

one committee. While not interfering 
with the union in any way, and while 
not refusing to receive any advisers 
or spokesmen a-committee of our em- 
Ployes might choose, we have pro- 
vided a nethod whereby the interests 
of every employe, union or non-union, 
might have representation in dealing 
with the management. 

To the end that the election of em- 
ployes’ representatives shall beyond 
question represent the wishes of the 
men themselves, I beg to request that 
you delegate persons to represent you 
at ach polling place in supervising the 
conduct of the election and the count 
of the ballots.

FAVORS GOLF FOR YOUTHS. 


Br. Baker Thinks Prep School Lads 
Shauld Take Up Game. 


The increased interest in golf through- 
out the country has led many boarding 
schools to take up thé game, and two or 
three of the schools of the East have, 
golf links connected with the campus. 
One of these is the Tome School at 
Port Deposit, Md., where some excep- 
tional players have been developed.

Thomas Stockham Baker, headmaster of 
the Tome School, says: 

** While golf is not satisfactory in all 
respects as a sport for boys, it is an 
admirable adjunct to the other games. 
Schoolboys ought to have a more active, 
and possibly a more strenuous form of 
exercise, The normal boy finds base- 
ball, football, track athletics and even 
tennis more interesting, but I have found 
that even the most vigorous schoolboy 
athletes enjoy playing golf at times 
when their particular sport is not claim- 
ing them. It not infrequently hap 
that ‘boys who are growing fast develop 
a heart weakness that debars them from 
strenuous’ athletics. This condition, 
which is often due to very rapid growth, 
they pnere ey overcome if they are 
careful not to overtax themselves. Golf 
is invaluable to these boys, giving them, 
as it does, a moderate, pleasant exercise 
and a sense of belonging to the. world 
of sports into which otherwise they 
could not enter.

IN THE PRESIDENT’S HANDS. 

There will be no railroad strike. Both 
the railroads and the labor unions have 
laid their Cause before the President of 
the United States, and the case is no 
longer bétween the roads and the men, 
hut between them both and the public, 
The President, embodying the author- 
ity of the entire nation, has under- 
taken to see that justice is done to 
both the’ railroads and the unions 
without the sacrifice.of the public in- 
terest. In that capacity. his word will 
be supreme. It is as unthinkable that 
either side should refuse to obey the 
President's mandate as that either 
party to litigation shoud refuse to 
obey the decree of the Supreme. Court 
of the United States. Not to accept 
would; be ‘ta defy all constituted au- 
thority. . Neither capital nor labor in 
this controversy will/do that. 

The President is not merely a mé- 
diator. As such. -he-may fail,; but. at 
the point at which he fails as me- 


-diator he steps into authority, which is 


superior to both capital, represented 
by'the railroads, and labor, represented 
by the brotherhoods. Acting forthe 
public, he will prescribe the manner 
in. which: these two, if théy _cannot 
compose® théir differences, shall at 
least work together becausé the public 
weal demands it.

‘JUDGE HOUGH’S PROMOTION. 

The appointment of Judge CHARLES 
M. HovuGu to be’ Unfted States Circuit 
Judge for the Second Circuit will be 
gratifying to the bar and to all 
citizens. who are interested -in the 
integrity of the bench and believe in 
the promotion of the Judges for merit. 
The appointment is most creditable to 
President Witson. It was made, as 
so many of his other appointments 
have been, without the slightest con- 
sideration of politics. Judge Hoven 
is a Republican and was appointed to 
a District Judgeship by President 
RoosEVELT. His promotion to the place 
left vacant by the retirement of Judge 
LACOMBE was urged by a large number 
of the leading lawyers of this city 
because of his admirable record.

TRE UNFILLED comMESSION 

In-the ‘case of the :tender ofa place 
on''the Mexican corfmission to Justice 
BRANDEIS, the wonder is that it should 
ever, hayé been made. That the ‘&p- 
pointment ‘was considered swithout con- 
sultation with the Justice seéms un - 
likely, and, so far as public judgment 
of the selection: is concerned, Justices 
of the highest court have sat-on such 
commisstons frequently enough to jus- 
tity it. But it is now said that’ Justice 
BRANDEIS. cannot accept because of the | 
pressure of Court ‘work and'that Chief 
Justice Wuite feels that ‘the labors of 
the commission would be too closely al- 
lied to politics to warrant the appoint- 
ment of a member of the Supreme 
Court. With the announcement of the 
declination of the Justice, it is reported 
that the proposed third ‘member of the 
commission, said to be Mr. RICHARD 
OLNEY..of Massachusetts, has also re- 
fused to serve. .Therefore Secrétary 
Lane is thus far the only American 
Commissioner; and it is intimated that 
there is no general ‘scramble in sighs 
for the vacancies. 

THE Times has seen no reason ‘to 
change its opinion, :expressed the day 
the commission’ plan was first men- 
tioned, that whatever can be settléd in 
regard to the relations of the United 
Statés and México can bé settled with- 
out the appoihtment of a special com- 
mission. The need of wasting more 
time is not obvious. The appointment 
of an international commission to. con- 
sider means by which the United States 
Government might assist. CARRANZA to 
pacify his country and establish a stable 
and solvent government would ‘be a 
reasonable proceeding. But the de facto 
Mexican Government insists that there 
must he no. consideration of the in- 
ternal affairs of Mexico. No commis- 
sion is needed to: consider the with- 
drawal of dur troops. ._They will not 
be withdrawn until Carganza has taken 
steps to prevent border tvasions.

The. eight-hour. day 4nd-~ punitive 
overtime combination: is; so familiar in 
many industries that it has an appear- 
ance. of fairness... That. it is an. unfair 
combination in the railway business} 
ihhs’ beén decided’ ‘twice, at Jeast: «-In 
1910 the Illinois State Board of Arbi- 
tration, said: 


Conditions in the transportation serv- | 
ice differ from those in shop or build- 
ing trades in that evertime cannot 
be readily. or completely controlled. 
Weather conditions, density of traffic, 
unexpected: breakdowns at points lack- 
ing facilities for prompt repairs may - 
either singly or together catise- delay 
to such an extent that a-run which 
under ‘reasonably favorable conditions 
takes tén hours may be protracted to 
fourteen hours.. In ‘such cases ‘the 
crew is not, called upon to perform 40- 
per cent. more labor, as would be the 
case in a shop, but jis required to spénd 
40 per cent. more time in performing 
the. same amount! of labor.. To that 
extent, therefore, the railroad compa- 
nies are already penalized for the de- 
lay, and it does not seem proper to the 
board that in the transportation serv- 
ice further. pecuniary penalty ‘should 
be assessed. _ 8 


In the arbitration. of the Eastern 
railroads case in 1913 the arbitrators 
said: 


Where it [punitive 6vertime)  pre- 
vails, so far ag the board, is aware, 
the determination as to whether over- 
tithe shall or shall not be paid for reats 
with the employer.. In railroading it is 
‘quite evident that. in many’ cases 
neither the management nor the train- 
men can prévent overtimé; and. it ap- 
pears to this board, theréfore, that 
punitive’overtime is an unsound princi- 
ple when applied to the. running of - 
trains.

The difference between a fixed work- 
ing: day for railways and shops ‘is fun- 
damental. In shops and trades gen- 
erally the eight-hour day means work 
for eight productive hours, no -more, 
no leas, If the men work longer they 
produce more, and the increased pro- 
duction is the source of ‘the increased 
pay for overtime. The employer has 
the option to take or leave the orders 
which necessitate overtime. if -he} 
takes them he passes the cost ‘to the 
buyer of the goods. Punitive overtime 
for. the railways is appropriatély 
named.. It produces no more income 
for the railways, and is imposed® by 
conditions beyond control. If there is 
a delay for a connection, if congested 
tracks run a train. upon a siding, if 
the weather is bad and the trains are 
slowed, the men get their pay by time, 
although they fail to produce the mile- 
age which is the source of the railways’ 
income. If they produce the. mileage, 
the men are excused from working the 
full day.. It is an alternative standard 
in which the railways get the worst of 
it both ways.and the _ the best of 
it either way.

Ever since, the public has regretted 
that. punishment of it for its 
“humanity.” The public now is fairly 
warned that it must pay, and over- 
pay, or that its railway facilities will 
bé reduced.

Something like enthusiasm prevailed 
in yesterday's stock market. It was 
shewn in the way in which United 
States Steel was bought in the many 
geins made throughout the list “and 
increase in activity which 
®ave the Stock Hxchange the broadest 
market. which it had had in a good 
while. The amnouncement of the Erit- 
ish loan and the still “Btrongly adirered- 
to belief that the railroad labor de- 
mands will be settled without a strike, 
continued to play the prominent part 
which each of them had previously 
taken ‘in shaping stock mer senti- 
ment favorably, but there was an added 
factor yesterday in the shape of several 
dividend announcements giving tangible 
refiection of the prosperity which in- 
dustry. has enjoyed. 

There ig to be found in these three 
matters a pretty clear illustration of 
the forces whieh have been at work in 
thé business and financial situation. 
We ate called upon to do a great deal 
of financing for foreign markets for 
the reason that we are selling, to those 
markets in unprecedented volume. 
That has done a good deal to augment 
prosperity in this country, and that in 
turn has brought unusual profits to our 
manufacturers and our traders. Hut 
with (prosperity have come the usual 
problems, including wage demands 
which are an inevitable accompaniment 
of enlarged commercial activity. They 
are often looked upon as annoying, but, 
as-a matter of faet, prosperity which 
did not bring with it an increase in the 
earnings of labor would not be pros- 
perity in any true sense. 

What the markets are called upon to 
do is to take. ajl the elements of the 
situation into eonsideration, and, weigh- 
ing them in the scales, to determine 
on which aide the balance falls. It was 
clear from yesterday’s action of the 
stock market that it took the view that 
serious disturbance in the country’s 
machinery for transportation which. is 
to intimately connected with the proper 
working of the machinery for pro- 
duction will be avoided and that we are 
in a period in: which we are likely to 
reaiize more and more of the fruitg of 
the activity which the country has en- 
joyed,. ig still enjoying, and may rea- 
sonably. count on enjoying for an in- 
definite thme to come. 

We atill have to take into considera- 
tion the offsetting factors which have 
but 


it reflects a favorable modification of 
some of these offsetting factors. At 
the moment the change of this sort 
which is exerting the most influence 
is the lifting of pressure from the se- 
curities markets to the extent to which 
American securitiés owned abroad are 
being borrewed on instead of being sold.
